I have not been able to talk it over with the men 
who are associated with me in the program as yet, and 
I will do this as soon as possible and let you know 
specifically what the decision is.

THE ONE-DAY RELIGIOUS PEACE INSTITUTE 


The American Friends Service Committee (Quakers), recipient of the Nobel Peace Prize in 1947 , 
has for over twenty years been using the one-day religious peace institute in its peace education 
program in the United States. We have found it an exceptionally helpful way of building in the 
local communities a larger and stronger nucleus of persons who are not only deeply concerned 
with avoiding war but more adequately prepared to wage peace effectively. 

WHAT IS A ONE-DAY INSTITUTE? 

It is a community-wide supper meeting and evening meeting combination, under the guidance of 
an outstanding leader. The visiting leader speaks and answers questions at both meetings. A ten 
minute intermission is sufficient. 

WHAT IS THE CONTENT OF THE PROGRAM? 

The theme is always the consideration of an urgent problem of world affairs in the light of our 
basic religious faith, e.g., “What Does God Want Us To Do About Russia?” At the supper meet¬ 
ing an analysis is presented and at the evening meeting a positive program is put forward. 

ARE ADDITIONAL ENGAGEMENTS IN THE COMMUNITY DESIRABLE? 

In most instances, yes. Civic clubs, chapel and assembly programs, etc., are usually good engage¬ 
ments to be sought. 

IS THE FORMAL SPONSORSHIP OF AN ORGANIZATION NECESSARY? 

No. The formal sponsorship of a local organization is often helpful but is not necessary to the 
successful holding of an institute. 

WHAT IS THE BEST ARRANGEMENT FOR LOCAL RESPONSIBILITY? 

Ideally, the most effective arrangement for staging an institute is the formation of a small, inter¬ 
denominational, informal committee of able and concerned persons. This group assumes responsi¬ 
bility for securing a place of meeting and for promotion. In some places successful institutes have 
been held with the cooperation of the ministerial association, the P.T.A., a public affairs forum, or 
a combination of civic clubs. 

WHERE IS THE BEST PLACE FOR THE MEETINGS? 

A church with adequate facilities for the supper and a spacious sanctuary is the most desirable place. 
But any centrally located building that meets the needs is satisfactory. 

WHAT ARE THE FINANCIAL ARRANGEMENTS? 

No financial obligation is assumed by cooperating individuals or groups. No guarantee is requested. 
In the case of engagements in addition to the supper and evening meeting an honorarium is sought. 
We only ask for the privilege of making an appeal for the non-sectarian work for peace of the 
American Friends Service Committee. Travel expenses and honorarium for the speaker are cared 
for by the AFSC.

It is my humble prayer that you will sense and keep on sensing in your heart 
the real meaning that lives behind this message. I am more aware of the urgent 
need of your help, too, than I have ever been before: It is radiantly clear to 
my heart that we have all been too far apart, each one of us with our own 
personal programs and needs, at the same time Quite conscious that our greatest 
need is to understand and be drawn closer together in kinship. Will you help 
me the only way that will make greater understanding and closer relationships 
possible between us? Will you pray for me with your whole hearts, and keep on 
praying? 

Just now am I beginning to rely upon God with my whole heart. During the past 
five or six years many changes have taken place in my life that have been as 
astounding to you as they are to me. From selfishness, sickness and suffering 
to a way of sharing love, happiness and freedom means many miracles of healing 
on the part of God. 

God has not gone out of the business. Each day it is my privilege to watch Him 
at work in other lives as greater willingness has entered my own life to seek 
God's will for me first and then do it — without regard to what people may say. 
All about us, human hearts are suffering and in great need, a big void down 
inside that keeps hurting — and they look about to see what their neighbor is 
doing and what he might say. In my heart of hearts I have found it time for me 
to seek God's will first — I am all too clearly aware that it may cost me every 
bit of human love and care and may cost me my life — but what God has for me to 
do is the only aim and the only way worth living. Breaking, hurting hearts, 
lost, confused and loveless, come daily seeking not another temporary "OUT" to 
their miseries, but ready and willing to undertake a new way of living. Each of 
us can find God's will for us when we are willing to pray and keep on praying 
until God clears up the channels that we have blocked within our hearts. Too 
often we wanted to hear God say what we wanted, and too little of the time have 
we been willing to keep on seeking His Will until we find what He wants us to do. 

I have found that Jesus means every single word He ever spoke -- and He means 
them all to fit my heart and my life as well as yours. There is only one guide 
to direot me, and I am acutely aware of my weakness and my stumbling as I follow: 
Every word of Jesus and every feeling in my heart, becomes more personal and 
meaningful as I permit them to take charge of every little matter in my life. 

Hesitatingly, one new experience after another is undertaken. Knowing that I 
have no strength and no knowledge of myself to undertake what needs being done, 

I have been dram by the power of Divine Love into undertakings that have always 
astounded me. Each time I have found that Jesus knows what He is telling Us 
about: It works. God does know His business. 




Comes now that decision that my heart has struggled with. For the love of God, 
please open your heart and understand how completely weak I am, and how muoh 
your prayers are needed now, more than ever. Ify own heart call is simple. I 
must now undertake to follow God*s guidanoe on a full time basis. With ny 
whole heart I shall continue to work with every church and every communion that 
will permit me. Because of the love in my heart, I cannot undertake the 
ministry or the mission of any ohurch — the love of Jesus is the only 
authority I have ever needed and that I need now. At all times I need the love 
and understanding of every one of you, your prayers and your nearness to the 
heart of God. 

The little community in which I have the God given privilege of working is not 
yet self-sustaining. You know that I work as many months of each year as 
necessary to keep up the funds, from two-hundred-fifty to three hundred dollars 
a month, needed to make this community possible. Working ten or eleven hours a 
day on a job, and every evening and most of the nights, I am acutely aware that 
I must do what God opens my heart to do now, to work continuously at His work 
as a full-time adventure. Somehow, some way that prayer will open for us, a 
very small endowment is needed to make it possible for the next few months to 
develop a self-sustaining way of living. In every way that your heart feels, 
will you join your hands and your willingness with ours to meet this challenge? 

My whole heart and my whole life are at your disposal, and I am both eager and 
willing to undertake the way of love that Jesus offers us each moment, in 
every way that I may serve you. Each of you know how much I love you with my 
whole heart, soul, mind and strength, for each of you are my friends, my 
neighbors, my relatives. Please let me hear from you, now and continuously, 
in the spirit and the understanding with which our hearts have grown closer as 
these many experiences have continued to be shared out of our whole lives. 

Only in your willingness and your love of God have you dealt so kindly and so 
patiently with your humble brother. 

Will you let me know about your prayers and heart-awareness, too? I know that 
God works at both ends of the linel

The Rauschenbusch lectures for 1950 
by the professor of Rural Sociology from 
the University of Illinois show the kin¬ 
dred roots of religion, liberty and rural 
living. Religion is deep and meaningful 
to rural people except when the secular¬ 
ism of material, urban civilization un¬ 
dermines their idealism. “Farmers are 
in position, by their very dependence 
upon natural forces, however, to see and 
appreciate the meaning and significance 
of some of the most basic of the principles 
which Jesus gave, especially those which 
he spoke in parable form.”

The 
commission headed by Bishop Angus 
Dun has prepared an able analysis of 
a well-nigh inscrutable problem. Its 
agonized Christian reasoning should be 
pondered carefully, and its contributions 
to a positive policy for peace widely 
studied and supported. 

Korea: Second Failure in Asia, by 
C. Clyde Mitchell. (Public Affairs In¬ 
stitute. 50 cents). 

This is a most helpful tracing of some 
of the intricacies of the Korean situation 
from VJ Day to June 25, 1950 on the 
part of one who served as Land Ad¬ 
ministrator for the American Military 
government. The conclusions which are 
drawn, while pleasing to neither the 
admirers of the Syngman Rhee regime 
nor the apologists for the Northern ag¬ 
gression, are most instructive.

Shirley Greene Meets Rural Groups in Pennsylvania 


Shirley Greene, Agricultural Rela¬ 
tions Secretary of the Council for Social 
Action, recently spent a week in the 
Evangelical and Reformed Synods of 
the Southeastern part of Pennsylvania in 
presenting some specific ways of inter¬ 
preting Social Action on the congrega¬ 
tional level in T own and Country 
Churches. Mr. Greene had evening 
meetings in each of the following 
Synods: Mercersburg, Lancaster, Read¬ 
ing, Lehigh and Philadelphia. To each 
meeting were invited the Social Action 
Committee, the Town and Country 
Committee and Christian Citizenship 
Chairmen of the Synodical and Regional 
Women’s Guild. 

In each meeting an attempt was made 
to present three specific projects that any 


or all of these groups working together 
could establish in their synods. Those 
presented were the Small Discussion and 
Action Group, Christian Vocational 
Groups discussing what it means to be a 
Christian farmer in the type of farming 
practiced in the particular community, 
and the one-day institute on The Church 
and the Family Farm . 

Mr. Greene has had personal experi¬ 
ence in the establishment of groups in 
each category and was able to present 
concrete methods of getting the work 
going.. 

This program was set up by the ex¬ 
tension program of the Theological 
Seminary in Lancaster, under the leader¬ 
ship of Alfred C. Bartholomew, Profes¬ 
sor of Rural Church.

Six Churchmen Speak 

ON THE 

H ■ BOMB 


“The hydrogen bomb Is the la test and most terrible step in the crescendo 
of warfare which has changed war from a fight between men and nations to 
a mass murder of human life. Man's rebellion against his Creator has 
reached such a point that, unless stayed, it will bring self-destruction upon 
him. All this is a perversion; It Is against the moral order by which man is 
bound; it is sin against God. 51 

(Statement of the Executive Committee of the World Council 
of Churches, made in February 1950.) 


“In the year of our Lord 1950 the Christian Churches cannot accept 
in silence the prospect of mass slaughter, the Christian Churches cannot 
be callous to the claims of the Gospel message they preach-—a message 
of compassion, and the oneness of humanity under God, Above all, Chris¬ 
tians must not stand before the world paralyzed, in an hour of crisis, 
submissive to the seeming probability of widespread 01 ; even universal 
annihilation. Secular wisdom or preoccupation witli political methods are 
not enough to give us the answers we desperately need.” 

“Let the Church speak that men may regain confidence and renewed 
hope and find a way to life rather than continue to stumble on the way 
to death.” 

(From a resolution adopted unanimously by the Official Convention 
of the International Council of Religious Education, 1950.) 


“Why do we fear the fury of the world powers? Why don’t we take the 
power from them and give it back to Christ ... so that the peoples will 
rejoice because the Church of Christ in the name of Christ has taken the 
weapons from the hands of their sons, forbidden war, and proclaimed the 
peace of Christ. . . . The Trumpets of war may blow tomorrow. For what 
are we waiting?” 

(Statement made by Dietrich Bonhoeffer, the German youth 
leader and. martyr of more than 20 years ago.) 








The potentials of the H-bomb 
may be the open doorway to hell 
or happiness. The uniqueness of its 
discovery is the meter to man’s 
mind which indicates that he has 
within himself the capacity to or¬ 
ganize for the Family of God on 
earth or make utter desolation of 
the earth. 

To this moment man has never 
faced a greater challenge with such 
universal moral and spiritual im¬ 
plications. He may well terminate 
his fifty-thousand-year sojourn upon 
this planet. Never in history has 
there been such profound truth as 
now in the text, “I have set before 
thee life and death, therefore choose 
life.” 

Has the conscience of man be¬ 
come so dulled by his worship at the 
altaY of materialism that his moral 
and spiritual sensitivities have been 
completely corroded? 

Has it been reversed so that per-' 
feet fear has cast out love until only 
in the unrelated moments of for¬ 
malistic worship he pays lip service 
to the power of love to accomplish 
all things? Has he lost his faith in 
truth and goodness? Is his vision so 
benighted by the darksome shadows 
of hate that he believes he can over¬ 
come evil by the H-bomb? 

No fact of science has displaced 
the truth that only goodness can 
overcome evil and man still must 
choose between good and evil. The 
primary choice is an individual one 
which must then become the deter¬ 
mining power to alter national and 
international behavior. 

The only alternative to the H- 
bomb is goodness and goodness is a 
way of life which cannot be di¬ 
vorced from any area of our social 
structure. For the individual it is 
the daily application of those prin¬ 
ciples which when applied collec¬ 
tively shall remove the causes of 
distrust, ignorance, poverty, and 
misery and create the possibilities 


for the human personality to fulfill 
his capacities as a child of a loving 
God. 

Nehru with wisdom has declared 
a bad world may well be destroyed 
by the H-bomb. A good world will 
destroy the H-bomb.

Church, Los Angeles.) 


For Christians to consent to the 
manufacture of the H-bomb is noth¬ 
ing less than flagrant rebellion 
against God. That the divine Father 
of all men should desire his chil¬ 
dren to seek safety by reliance upon 
the threat of exterminating tens of 
millions of other beloved sons and 
daughters is utterly unthinkable. 
God is as good as Jesus and no man 
in his right mind can maintain that 
these bombs with such appalling 
power of destruction and massacre 
fit appropriately into Jesus’ way of 
life. Love of enemies, not fear of 
them and preparedness to slaughter 
them, is the way of our Lord. 

If the churches of the United 
States consent to the production of 
H-bombs, the peoples of lands to 
which we send Christian mission¬ 
aries will laugh in scorn at the idea 
that we accept a religion of love 
and are consecrated to the way of 
the cross. Preparedness for oblitera¬ 
tion bombing contradicts absolutely 
everything that is presented in the 
gospel of Christ. • 

For Christians in the United 
States to remain silent before the 
President’s decision to authorize full 
speed ahead in producing this mon¬ 
strous new weapon is to acquiesce 
in the crucifixion of our Lord again. 
Millions of appeals should reach the 
President, asking him to abandon 
his announced plan, and to work 
with undiscouraged faith for an 
agreement with Soviet Russia to 














bring under international control 
the terrible and beneficent power of 
atomic energy and to reduce arma¬ 
ments by rapid stages until the 
madness of the race of armaments is 
ended.

On February 12 of this year Pro¬ 
fessor Albert Einstein solemnly de¬ 
clared that if the H-bomb is de¬ 
veloped, the annihilation of life on 
earth is possible through radio¬ 
active poisoning of the atmosphere. 
The next day another distinguished 
man of science, Dr. Linus Pauling, 
director of Chemistry for the Cali¬ 
fornia Institute of Technology, went 
even further than Professor Ein¬ 
stein; he asserted that the complete 
destruction of life (human, animal, 
and plant) which would follow 
upon an H-bomb war is certain. 
Physical destruction might be re¬ 
paired, but the biological effects 
never could be averted. 

Statements like these should make 
us pause in our mad armaments 
race, which can only give us the 
illusion of security and which must 
eventualy end in the complete de¬ 
struction of civilization and the 
suicide of the human race. 

The manufacture of A-bombs and 
H-bombs does not fundamentally 
alter the moral situation. “Thou 
shalt not kill” applies equally to a 
primitive man with his bow and 
arrow, an “embattled farmer” with 
his shot-gun, and a modern nation 
building up its stock-piles of de¬ 
vastating bombs. No new Ethical 
element is added. But the greater 
number of people who can now be 
killed in a single military operation 
reveals nakedly the enormity of the 
sin involved in resorting to violence 
to settle disputes. 


Only a mad man could counsel 
war now. The United States and 
Russia must immediately engage in 
two-power discussions to avert not 
only war, but the very thought of 
war. Let us stop our hysteria and 
begin to think straight.

In the face of the utterly immoral 
decision to make the hydrogen bomb 
surely the duty of every real Chris¬ 
tian and every Christian Church 
must be as clear as day. We must 
choose between these two: One 
World Government under Law, or 
World Destruction: Christ or Chaos. 

“Self Preservation” is said to be 
the “first Law of Nature,” “red in 
tooth and claw” and that is the Law 
we, and every other Nation, have 
been following. It has led us face to 
face to what our Lord, 1900 years 
ago, told us would be the result: 
“He that taketh the sword shall die 
by the sword.” 

Self sacrifice is the law of Grace, 
which is the Law of our Lord and 
which, by our very confessions as 
Christians, we are committed to fol¬ 
low. It would seem that there are 
three steps for us, as individuals and 
as Churches to take; first, REPENT 
of our past disobedience to our 
Lord’s Law of Life via sacrifice; 
second, CONFESS our sin with pro¬ 
mise of amendment; third, RECON¬ 
SECRATE AND REDEDICATE 
OURSELVES to the obedience of 
His Law, doing our utmost to in¬ 
duce others to do so. 

Let us make the statement of the 
Atomic Commission of the United 
Nations our own and work unflag- 
gingly to see it adopted by the 
World: 

















“We are here to make a choice 
between the quick and the dead. 

“That is our business. Behind the 
black portent of the new atomic age 
lies a hope which, seized upon with 
faith, can work our salvation. If we 
fail, then we have damned every 
man to be the slave of fear. Let us 
not deceive ourselves: we must elect 
world peace or world destruction.”

The common people of America 
had no part in dropping the first 
atom bomb on Hiroshima. They 
knew nothing about it until the 
deed was done—not even that the 
bomb was in preparation. The re¬ 
sponsibility for using this first bomb 
rests upon the government in the 
eyes of the world, and the judgment 
of God. 

But it will not be so with the 
Hydrogen Bomb. The military have 
urged it. President Truman has ap¬ 
proved it. But it may never go into 
production, and it will certainly 
never be used, if the moral con¬ 
science of all humane and far¬ 
sighted citizens can be aroused to 
register a tremendous, heart-throb¬ 
bing protest with Congress and the 
President If we fail now to make 
our moral judgment known, how¬ 
ever, we shall all share in the guilt 
for any future use of this horrible 
weapon of ruthlessness and terror. 

The Christian conscience must 
rise in utter revulsion against a 
device to destroy whole cities, with 
no possible distinction between 
armed soldiers- and mothers and 
babies or the aged and infirm. We 
must do our utmost to halt this 
armament race in weapons of such 
diabolical efficiency. 

To this end, I would suggest: 

1. As a minimum, a solemn as¬ 


surance to all the world that 
we will never be the first to 
use this bomb. 

2. The strongest possible appeal 
to Russia through the United 
Nations for progressive dis¬ 
armament, with all necessary 
mutual guarantees. 

If you disapprove of the Hydrogen 
Bomb, write your Senators, Con¬ 
gressmen and the President im¬ 
mediately.

There is only one thing I would 
add to these powerful and irrefut¬ 
able statements.

By the same token the 
Christian Church should withdraw 
all support from war at once and 
call on the United States to stop 
arming at once. It is not morally 
possible to stand before God and say 
that we will withdraw from the 
obscene business of atomic war pro¬ 
vided the Russians do. The only 
moral and Christian thing to do is 
to set the example of sanity and 
decency by withdrawing first, and 
unconditionally, if necessary.

PERSONAL TO: MEMBERS OP THE HLP GENERAL EXECUTIVE BOARD (Please read to end)

Now that the Mid-Century Conference for Peace is over I want to 
give a Brief report on my experience with it. You will recall that 
our Board, at a meeting in Cincinnati, March 20, gave me leave to 
"become the executive director of the conference. After considerable 
thought I accepted this temporary assignment, anticipating some of 
the problems that would be faced, I liked the Call and felt that it 
stressed some basic Issues* The 43 Initiating Sponsors were men and 
women of great distinctidn, "The fact that Permit Eby was to be a 
member of the Planning Committee was a deciding factor, Devoting 
two months to a special peace effort did not seem inconsistent with 
the positions the Foundation had taken at its 1949 and 1950 conferences. 

The Chicago Conference was truly national. Over 600 delegates 
came from 31 states. Numerous well-known churchmen, educators and 
other leaders in community life made addresses or helped as consul¬ 
tants, Greetings from other parts of the world showed that we were■ 
dealing with a subject close io the hearts of common people the World 
over - peace . Anyone who lbolced out over the assembled delegates 
knew that the gathering was grass-roots in fact. St* James Methodist 
Church turned out to be a perfect meeting place. Dr* Ceorge A. Fowler, 
the pastor, and Mrs. Fowler^ W4nt out of their way to make us welcome, 

A Chicago arrangements committee did a perfect Job on details. 

This is not the place for a lengthy treatment of what happened, 
but the following Seem to me to be some of the values growing out of 
the experience! (1) The inclusive nature of the Call and the con¬ 
ference preparation brought together people with such varying ideas 
and feelings that stimUlatirig cross-fertilization took place, especially 
in the four work seminars} (2) The keynote session on Monday afternbon 
and the public meeting in the evening created a climate for eager 
discussion. Let me mehtion the outstanding figures who had a vital 
part, Bishop W. J. Walls, Dean John B. Thompson, Prof, Kermit Eby, 

Dr. Henry H, Crane, Bishop R. R. Wright, Dr. Mark A. Dawber, and 
Prof. Philip Morrison: ( 3 ) The amount of work packed into a day 
and a half, including the committee work as well as the regular 
sessions, was truly stupendous: (4) There was a faith that the people 
might still take their destiny into their own hands and prevent a 
third world war. This faith was expressed in the final statement in 
the "Program of Action" adopted: "Peace can be secured if the people 
of the world demand and work for it. This is our purpose." (5) The 
four work seminars on Tuesday, led by expert moderators and stimulat&d 
by many resource people, provided a rich pooling of experience and 
led to findings that will be useful in the future: (6) The faith¬ 
fulness with which individuals and groups, including the left-wing, 
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disciplied themselves to live within the purpose of the Call 
and the framework of the conference. More about thl3 later. 

Kermit Eby’s influence was felt throughout. His keynote 
address on 11 The Requirements of Peace" set a tone that lasted. 

His Requirements were, in brief; (l) What is needed first of 
all is a will to peace: (2) The will to peace must be implemented 
by decisions painstakingly made from day to day in the political 
ard^gs of our respective governments; (3) The return to the judicial 
temperament, the ideal of free criticism of foreign policy, to the 
democratic recognition of "the free Marketplace of ideas"; (4) The 
achievement of a common philosophy and a common faith to which all 
peoples of the world can adhere. To quote* "I plead then for the 
prophetic voice, a voice that will be in the succession of Amos, 
of Isaiah, and of Jesus of Nazareth..,My own church, the Brethren 
approaches the task of universal brotherhood quite simply. They 
believe that the hungry should bo fed, the naked clothed, the home¬ 
less housed because they are hungry, naked, and homeless, and not 
because they are anti—communist or pro—communist." 

Though somewhat conference—hardened with the yoars, I found 
fresh and vital elements in the Mid—Century Conference. One over- 
recurring question was, "Could we, to uso the language of the Call, 
transcend differences of political belief — that Is, run a conference 
with left-wing people attending and taking part? At this moment in 
history Communists and the traditional peace forces in the church 
are both working for peace, though grounds for the devotion to the 
cause are different. Could the Program Committee command the direction 
in which we should go? Some thought not and wlthdf gw. Partly due 
to the influence of Donald HarRington and A,J. Muste some F^O.R* 
people withdrew. The Friends withdrew. This was a trying experience 
for me, since ray life had been identified with the historical peace 
groups, and not with the left-wing. Knowing what the situation was 
I warned our sponsors again and again that the conference would be 
just what they made it. 

The fears of those who withdrew proved to be unfounded. No 
individuals or groups tried to dominate or capture the conference. 

We took our differences for granted. Keeping these in the background 
the delegates sought alternatives to the cold war and generated a 
dynamic that each might use through his own permanent organization. 
Ethical religion, made distinctly relevant to the political scene, 
made itself felt. I don’t see how any harm could come from having 
churchmen sit by or stand up to militant outsiders in discussion, 
or in exposing non-church leftists to vital religion, if they chose 
to come. It was an all-American mixture of a unique sort. However, 
the same success will not automatically flow Into other conferences. 
This one was planned with aihonest facing of the facts and a general 
determination to work together for certain ends. 

A number of things troubled me. We had no sponsors from among 
outstanding labor leaders although many were invited. The members 
of our Board can understand the reasons. The question is not so much 
whether labor chose to work with the Mid-Century Conference as whether 















It has a clear and decisive message on the peace issufe today* The 
press gave us the silent treatment* Press representatives who waited 
for disruptive tactics on which to hang smear stories waited in vain# 

How much is the American press interested today in real peace efforts? 
Finally, I wonder how the church and the professional peace forces 
who refused to work Chicago—style are going to fill the vacuum* They 
convene and resolvo, hut will they take thoir convictions into the 
political are^n so that they will he heard in Washington and other 
capitols of the world? Someone wrote in BRIEFLY, an unofficial 
Presbyterian social, issues bulletin: "So long as we are afraid - 
pathologically afraid in the Christian sense — of being 1 tainted*, 
we can never get involved significantly in any issue. Somewhere along 
the line we have given the Communists the role of being the 'offense 1 
which is really the spiritual biryhrighb of Christians# Can we complain 
that they are making the most of it? " 


There was another price that some of us had to pay for the sake 
of unity. We found ourselves saying "peace, peace** without applying 
a rigoroixs Judeo—Christian ethic t-o the gross immoralities of a profit— 
motivated and a war-rigged economy that by nature cannot lead to peace. 

There is a real dilemma here# When one remembers that most of the 
*gOod* people are wedded to this kind of economy and that mucjr of 
"their comfort and privileges, he can well argue that now the supremely 
important thing is to insure that for the next five or ten years the 
US and the USSR co-exist in the same world, and to win such immediate 
victories as negotiation, support of the U.S#, the banning of atomic 
warfare, the disarmament. How we can get these immediate victories 
without what amounts to a revolution remains to be seen, since giving 
up a war—economy will involve tremendous changes in our industrial 
and financial structure# There is something to be said for the 
position taken by our annual national conference in Cincinnati when 
we declared that peace efforts and social and economic planning 
go together, so that we may have **peace and bread" simultaneously. 

The two months 1 experience bring a deep desire to re-think the 
work of the KLF in terms of greater ethical and economic daring. 

Unless we can overcome our fears through a faith in what we can build 
im America and communicate to the world, wo become hopeless and helpless. 

Some interpret our role as that of being a fearless and free gadfly 
to sting the complacent. We need more than hurried luncheon meetings 
to re-think our way and work out our purposes and our program. Possibly 
our Board can take at least one full day this fall to consider our 
future *

Carlson, Bishop Sherman L. Green, Professor Philip Morrison, Dr. E.
